WASHINGTON (UPP - Rep. 
Chet Holifield, D-Calif,, has urged 
the administration to launch a $20 
billion shelter program to keep 
casualtie s down to about 5 million 
people in case of a nuclear at­ 
tack on the United States. 
Holifield, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House • Senate Atomic Energy 
Commission, said yesterday that 
without such nuclear-proof bomb 
shelters, about 70 million Ameri­ 
cans would Im* killed or badly 
wounded in a moderate nuclear 
attack. 
"The important 
thing 
is 
to 
move us quickly as possible to ob­ 
tain the protection the American 
p((op!e Deed,** Holifield said, "I 
am hopeful that th# present ad­ 


ministration will consider the cost 
in human lives rather than in 
dollars." 


Holifield's proposal came after 
President Kennedy and his top 
military and defense adviser* put 
off a decision on how much of the 
civil defense program should be 
placed under Pentagon control. 


Kennedy must decide whether 
the government should embark on 
a massive shelter program, ami 
if so, whether it should lie han­ 
dled by military or civilian offi­ 
ciate. 
Holifield said former President 
Eisenhower refused to face "this 
challenge because of the cost in 
dollars. 
The 
administration, 
Holifield 


said, should start a four-year, $20 
billion program to build moderato 
blast and fallout shelters all over 
the country'. 
He said the program if paid out 
at $5 billion a year, would in­ 
volve "only about one-eighth as 
much money 
as we are now 
spending to maintain tho mili­ 
ta ry ” 
The President, in his second 
State of the Union message May 
25, said ho planned to ask for a 
civil defense program that would 
include about three times more 
than his initial $104 million pro­ 
posal. He also said the Pentagon’s 
civil defense responsibilities would 
be greatly increased. However, 
Congress cut the $104 million re­ 
quest to $79 million. 


Tho job is expected to com 
plrtcd within one year. 


Details of the entire project in 
which the State Highway Depart­ 
ment and the City of Burlington, 
are cooperating, were released 
yesterday by 1*0 A. Schaeffer, 
general manager of the bridge 
commission.

Dangerous Turn 


"This is one of the most dan­

along Route 130. And just three 
or four cars trying to make this 
turn canseriously bottleneck traf­ 
fic.” 
Schaeffer said the new plans 
call for 
northbound 
traffic on 
Route 130 to turn right into Mott 
A ve, then swing in a left arc 
onto the new' jug • handle and 
across bio, with the crossing pro­ 
tected by traffic lights. 
Southbound traffic would swing 
right into newly-constructed Lin­ 
coln Ave , 
which would connect 
with the new Washington Ave. 
circle. The circle would ease traf­ 
fic onto Kcim Boulevard and then 
to the bridge. 


Resurfacing 


The project also calls for re­ 
surfacing sections of Route 130, 
Lincoln, 
Mott 
and

Aves, and Keim Blvd. 
Traffic lights, to protect motor­ 
ists crossing Route 130, would be 
installed at the jug-handle, Keim 
Boulevard.

Shopping 


i.Dollars Can 
fie Stretched

You can acquire a skill as a money manager 
which will pay dividends every day of your life. It 
will enable you consistently to put your shopping 
dollars to the most effective use. 
There are many aspects to the art of shopping and 
many fine points to be mastered. But here Is the es­ 
sence of what you should know—the fundamental 
rules. 
DON’T BUY ON IMPULSE 
If you observe this fourword principle you can 
save up to 25 per cent in your day-in, day-out slop­ 
ing, 
If we shop with a child in a food supermarket, we 
probably will reach the check-out counter with 
candy, cookies, cake or ice cream we originally 
didn’t plan to purchase. 
WE START OUT for bread and milk at the deli­ 
catessen, but the fragrance of other foods proves 
overwhelming. We leave with exotic—and expensive 
—delicacies. 
How can you put finn controls over this kind of 
buying? Here are three suggestions by economists: 
Before you leave home on a shopping expedition, 
list the things you intend to buy. Do not buy other 
items unless you will need them within the next few 
days and you have forgotten to include them in your 
list—items like bread, soap and butter. 
BEFORE LEAVING home, also decide how much 
you will spend at each shop for each particular pur­ 
pose—so much for groceries, so much for shoes, 
etc. These figures should be based upon past ex­ 
perience and should be realistic. Do not exceed them 
for any reason. 
If you spot a bargain sale of something you have"" 
not planned to buy, resist the impulse, no matter 
how low the price. Go home and consider the matter 
calmly. In most cases you will have plenty of time 
to take advantage of the sale if you finally decide to 
buy the "bargain.” 


DOUBLE-CHECK 
Many corporations require a top executive to ap­ 
prove a purchase order for goods exceeding a cer­ 
tain amount. Since he often has a different viewpoint 
from the one doing the buying, this rule makes it 
more likely that the firm’s money will be well spent. 
Many experts have told me that families can use 
this method to good effect. 
A husband and wife decide that neither would 
spend more than $50 at any time without consulting 
the other. Before, they had been impulse spenders. 
Once this couple began to doublecheck, however, 
their purchases of items over $50 dropped sharply, 
hut their living standards remained virtually unaf­ 
fected. They built a respectable bank balance for

Rock Algeria Cities 


ALGIERS, A l g e r i a <UPI>- 
Rightwing 
European extremists 
rattled Algerian cities with a doz­ 
en explosions and attacked Mos­ 
lems Friday night in retaliation 
for rebel Moslem rioting earlier 
this week. 
Despite the continued violence, 
President Charles de Gaulle went 
ahead with his plans to reduce 
the size of the French army In 
Algeria. 
The vanguard of 400 men and 
200 vehicles of the lith “ Interven­ 
tion” Division arrived in Mar­ 
seilles Friday. Another 2,000 men 
equipped with armored vehicles 
and helicopters are on their way 
across the Mediterranean. 
A mob of Europeaas gathered 
in 
the Algiers mixed working 
class district of Bab-el-oued Fri­ 
day afternoon and attacked a 
group of Moslem motorists, b a t ­ 
ing them up and battering their 
vehicles. 
Dozen Injured 
Then the moi), several hundred 
strong, went for a trolley car 
filled with Moslem passengers. A 
dozen persons riding in the car 
were injured. 
The violence was touched off by 


youths attending a funeral for 
Christiane Martinez, a 19-year-old 
European girl killed and raped 
last Sunday by a Moslem farm 
worker. 
During the night settler extrem­ 
ists fighting to "keep Algeria 
French” set off seven charges of 
plastic 
explosives 
in 
Algiers, 
three in Oran and two in Constan­ 
tine. Four Moslems and two Eu­ 
ropeans were injured. 
Hurl Grenades 
An Algerian rebel commando 
unit hurled hand grenades into a 
cafe in the Oran suburb of Reb- 
zane, injuring seven French sol­ 
diers, six European civilians and 
two Moslems. 
It was plain the Europeans 
were ready to hit back at the 
Moslems as best they could for 
the rioting Wednesday that result­ 
ed in nearly loo dead and 300 
wounded. 
Tile violence was sparked by a 
call from the rebel provisional 
government in exile for demon­ 
strations against French sugges­ 
tion* that Algeria might be parti­ 
tioned unless the rebels agreed to 
a negotiated peace.
